Convention. 



MOKE DELEGATES A&RIVS. 



OklMiC* Tnd* aiid hmhw AmnMf Will 
Bn— W World's FlUr and Ask tha 
AMlataBM of the Kcdoratlon — A Nnm- 
hn at BcMlutions Introiliirvil. 

Phxuidblpbu, Dec. 16.— The Amer^ 
loan Federation of Labor conyention 

met at 9 o'clock yesterday. The usual 
routine of business occupied the first 
twenty mlimtcM of tlin session. Presi- 
dent Uumperrt then called for the report 
of the committee on credentials, who 
presented the names of four new dele- 
gates. Serera} telegrams wan read. 
The first came from the Amnesty asso- 
ciation, of Illinois, calling for the in- 
durnrij)('!it of their lubor to secure a 
pardon for the imprisoned Chicago an- 
archists. The second was from an offi- 
cer of the Coner d'Alene mines, appeal- 
ing for assistance in securing a oon- 
grrssidiml investigation. 

Till' most emphatic came from 
Thomas Mitchell, president of the Chi- 
cago trades assembly. It read: " It 
looKB like a hitter strife. We will boy- 
cott the world's fair until it is closed. 
Bonyenir coin ^vill be nailed to the wall 
as a batlge of shame. Will hold meet- 
ings all over the land. No competition 
was held in awarding of catalogue to 
scab shops, ^blio honesty outrage. 
Must kill Bunday opening. President 
Bi^nbotham says onion labor has no 

A number of communications from 
outside parties, one of which urged ac- 
tion on the world's fair printing matter, 
were raoelved and referred without 
comment on the sabjett of "temper- 
ance," President Gtompers saying tliat 
lie '•did not care to select the commit- 
tee to consider the matter." 

The reports of ths several committees 
were then submitted as called for by 
the chair. 

RepresentatiTe Yalesh, of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, reported faror- 
ablT an act calling for the institution 
and enforcement of factory inspection 
and sanitary laws,, which came in the 
form of a request firom tb« metal pol- 
Ishera. 

The most important . resolution oa]le<l 
for the appointment of nine members to 
oonaidflr all matter! that have been re- 
fsnredtothe resolution committee re- 
garding the action of the militia and the 
courts in relation to the Homestead, 
CoBur d' Alene and Tennessee troubles. 
The special committee ia requested to 
recommend a line of action to the con- 
vention before Friday morning. The 
suggei^ion of the committee was agreed 
to Dy unanimous consent. 

Ex-Senator H. W. Blair, of N«w 
Hampehire, was introduced 'abd re- 
cdvm with applause. He proceeded to 
deliver an wldress on the "Original 
character and object of fhe Bbir eauoar 
tional bill." 

"S]peaking of organisation," Mr. 
Blair said, "ignorancels impotence, and 
intaUigent men only can combine. 
Tb499 is in ^lis countrv today just so 
mw^ slavery as there is ignorance." 

Em eulogiied the pubfic schools and 
again referred to the workingmen's 
question in the sentence, "Ignorant 
labor is always cheap labor. Power is 
always wielded by those who have it." 
He gave a statistical resume of the edu- 
cational standing of the countrv, and in 
the course of his remarks said that there 
were 10.000,000 people who were not suffi- 
ciently educated to intelligently act up- 
on the duties of citisenship. He <le- 
plored the condition ci children in the 

south. 

Applause greeted the statcjin'iit tliat 
"the defeat of the educatiouiil bill wius 
a criiuf ii^iiinHt Immunity."' He praised 
the ac-liun nf the Catholic bishops at 
their recent nu i'tinj^. which he said, 
indicated the withdrawal of opposition 
to the jiublic school system and a fu- 
ture freedoui of the public school from 
religiuus intolerance. 

There Wit.^ considerable discussion 
over the report of t he i)r^jini/:iitioa t oni- 
mittee, which jircjposed that ii system- 
atic effort be made to organi/e into na- 
tional and international unions all iso- 
lated local Ixxlies representing similar 
vocation and the creation of snch na- 
lioij.il union upon the llu; apjilicalion of 
sevi ii lot al .societies (<f any one trad(*. 
The niioi I \\7is finally referred to tlie 
counnittee on laws to lie formulated 
into a constitutional i|niei,(hn( iit. 

Kesolutluns were presenti-d by tlie 
■conimittew on organizations, declaring 
that the strike and boycott are useless 
in the hands of organized labor, when 
public opinion and all the powers of our 
civil, niiliUuy and judicial govern- 
ments are arrayed against them, and 
that wealth, vested rights and proi)er- 
tied interests are suboi<linHte to the 
power of the goveminent. For this 
reason the resolutions deniinul that tiui 
governnii iit shoidd be by the people in 
fact; and to accomplish this it was stig- 
gested that the jxtwers of the ballot be 
ailde<l to that of the strilte and boycott. 
It was further suggested that a cam- 
paign of education oe instituted among 
working i>eopIe that would result in the 
election of labor representatives. The 
resolndons were rdcsrxed to a special 
oonunittee of nine. 

A request from the waiters' alliance 
that all central bodies composed of local 
unions be abolished, and the local .or- 
ganisations be allowed direct represen- 
tation in tha federation was negatively 
reported and refused. Unanimous con- 
sent was given tor immediate consider- 
ation ot a resolution to send the federa- 
tion's greeting to and encouraging the 
striking green glass blowers of New 
Jersey. 

A large number of resolutions were 
introduced and referral, one of which 
calling for the release of the Chicago 
auarcnistti. waq Jpudly applauded. 



Other resoItttlODS Were: 

VFavoring the assistance of labor 
men in the inspection of certificates of 
returning Chmese and prohibiting 
Japanese immigration." 

"For a congressional Investigation of 
the Cwur d'Alene troubleo." 

"For establishing friendly relations 
with the Knights of Labor." 

"Favoring the opening of school 
houses for public meeting." 

"For the removal of federation head- 
quarters weht of Cincinnati." 

"For the exposition of the labor prob- 
lem in public schools." 

A number of communications from 
affiliated botUes were received durirg 
the afternoon. One asked support ff)r a 
federal law to punish cori^orations who 
issue scrip or metal tokens of value less 
than |5 in payment of their debts. An- 
other favored the opening the world's 
fair on Sunday; and a thira against the 
employment of aliens on pubuo works. 

A recommendation from the griev- 
ance committee was adopted recom- 
mending that the Duquesne and Alvin 
theaters of Pittsburg oe declared non- 
union if they f efnse to sign the scale 
amended by the Machinists and Elec- 
trical employes* union by Jan. 1. An- 
other recommendation was also con- 
curred in revoking the chart«r of the 
Cleveland Sewing Machine Company 
Workers' union, and instructing the 
members to join the Nati(»al Sewing 
Machine Wornn. 

A breese over the tariff was provoked 
by a negative report on a i«s61ution 
asking an extra session of congress for 
the passage of free trade legislation. 
An attempt was made to d&cnss the 
resolation but the chair decided that 
any discussianattiM tariff was not ger- 
mane to the iasnea before the federation 
and that the rasdution was out of 
order. 

Professor B. J. Salter, of the Ethical 
Cnltura society, made a short address 
on the recent economic conferences at 
Chicago. After other routine business 
ibB convention adjouniwl for the day. 

BLAINE ON HIS DEATHBED. 



The Great StnteHiiiHii Will Ni-vcr K»m ()v«t 
from HU I'reMriit Illiieim. 

New York, Dec. 15.— The following 
■peolal dispatch from Washington has 
bem received: James G. Blaine is now 
on his deathbed. The etrength-sapping 

malady fnun >vhich he has snffered for 
BO hjiig a tiiue l;as assumed a form 
whicli warns bis family aJid friends of a 
spei-dy teniiinalion. The diseas.; at- 
tacked his lungs a sliort time ago, and 
Its course JiiiS battled the skill of his 
physicians. 

The visit of Dr. E. (i. Janeway. fif 
New York, to Mr. Blaine i.s indicative 
of the extreme anxiety of the family. 
When the tact became known that Mr. 
Blaine's lungs were succumbing to the 
ravages of disease plans were laid to 
convey the distinguislied itivalid to Pas- 
eadeua, Cid., in the hope that a mild 
and soothing climate might enable liim 
to rally. iMr. IJlaiiu''H weakness, liow- 
ever, incri'ascd rapidly that it whs 
deemed uns.iiV to remove him, and the 
trip to California was abandoned. 

There is reason to believe that th(! 
ex-secretary's death nuiy occur at any 
day. The Kev. Father Ducey's visit lo 
the Blaine residence at this time has 
naturally it vive<l tlie talk about Mr. 
Blaine's embracing the Roman t'.itholic 
faith. A strong belief prevails here 
that it is Mr. Blaine's desire to dii a 
communicant of the church, of which 
his mother waa a devout member.

WaSHINOTON, Dec. 15.— The famon.s 
McGarrahan claim occupied the atten- 
tion of the senate yesterday up till "J 
o'clock, when it went over without 
action. The question was whether the 
bill passed by both houses last session, 
referring the ^matter to tiie court of 
private land claims, should be pass e d 
over the president's veta The rest of the 
session was occupied by the anti-option 
bill, Mr. Qeorge, of luMMlppi, occupy- 
ing the Hoor and leaving his speech still 
unfinished when the ran* for adjourn- 
ment came. His str i otur e s on the New 
York Cotton exchange were of a bitter 
tone, tht bufiness of kbatinstitation be- 
ing denonnosd as "unhallowed traffic," 
anaitssalesof cotton being oharacter- 
ized as "sales of phantom Mues.". 

The time of the house was consumed 
in the oonsldaration of the army appro- 
priation bill— -the first of the regular ap- 
proinriation bills reported, and as the 
ontcome showed — the first to be passed. 
But the early iMtsaage of this bill pre- 
sages nothing. Thefbnt appropriation 
bin passed by the first sesnon of the 
house in the present congress was that 
])rovidingfor the expenses of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Yet that waa the 
last of the general appropriation bills to 
reach the president and to be signed by 
him. However, Chairman Outhwaite 
and the members of the military com- 
mittee were elated at the quick action 
of the houss upon their bill.

He is 
the man who said he was shot in the 
right shoulder after the robbery by 
prowlers around his house. He says 
some one pas8e<l and repas.sed his wi;i- 
doA'. He went to the door and was 
fire<l at and hit. He slint the door and 
another slmt was tired through it. 
Forg<'y corresiionds e.\actly to the de- 
scription ot the tall robber and has been 
identified by Mathsson as the man who. 

shut him. 

Train ( 'olbctor Ziiinn''rnian says that 
as the tall man got oil tlie train lie tired 
athimnn'l ihe robber threw his left 
hand to his right shonlder. which is tin 
l<H'ation of Forgey's wound. It is 
thought Fovgey tired the shots at his 
home to gi vi' jilansibility to this storv. 
The coat found by Bellamy, the watcii- 
man, had a bullet hole m the yiglit 

shoulder. 

Forgey is unabh^ to i)rodnct^ any coat 
and s:iys he loaned it to his father, but 
can not tell wlierf his father lives. He 
came here two months ago from Louisi- 
ana, where it is said he is wanted for 
murder. Forgey is under guard of two 
officers at his lu me. 

Yesterday 'I'Ik.iij.'is ("i llius. a vouiig 
man who has l» cii working at tfie I'l;- 
sign shops, was arrested by Orticer 
Staley as one of the parties. Every- 
thing ]>oints to his guilt. The revolv< rs 
taken from the robber were luircliasi d 
by Collins iSuturday night from Jimmy 
Haunden, who xeoognlBed tlwm at 

once. 

It was also showu that Collitis wa-^ 
with Forgey. the other man, at the do- 
pot that night, and numSMMM- people 

Iiave recogniaec] him. 

S.-imuel Matheson, a wtdl-known jkiH- 
tician of Charleston, who was on tlie 
train, and who had a scufHe with one ot 
the men. looked at Collins in, the jus- 
tice's court and said: ."You are tlie 
man. and if I had a revolver I'd shoot 
you down." It rcquii e<l the combined 
strength of several men to keep Mathe- 
son otf the ft llow. 

Thi re is much excitementover the af- 
fair, and Ihreats of lynching the mep 
are fr» ely indulged in. 

The authorities fear trouble, and have 

firepared for it. The police are on the 
ooki )ut now for a third party who was 
coimected with the affair.

One Hundred Men Imprisoned 
By an Explosion. 

FI££ FOLLOWS THE DISASTER. 



Vweatir mt thm M laen BMeued, but There 

U bat Utile Hope for ThoM Bamaitaiae 

in the Mine— Oilier News from A«MM 

the 0<'<>uii. 

London, Dec. 15.— A fearful explodon 
occurred yesterday at the Bamfurlong 
colliery, at Wigan. a little town about 
fifteen miles noiih of Liverpool, by 
which nearly a haadred Ulee were 
lost. 

Abotit one hundred men WlKl to 
their work as usual yesterday morning 
after the colliery had been inspected in 
the usual way. They had not been 
down long when a terrible explosion 
shook the earth for a great distance 
and a clou'l of smoke shot up through 
the shaft into the air. A multitude of 
peojilc ruslieil toward the mine, and 
the greatest excitement i)i evailed. 

It was soon a.Hi'ertained that a large 
number had perished, and the wailing 
and weiping of women and children 
made an indesi ribal.le sc ue. Steps 
were imnieiliately taken to ascertain 
the full extent of tlje disaster and a 
crowd of volunti-ers oll'cred to exjiluro 
the jiit. 

To add to the disastiT fire followed 
tile e\iil<»ic.n which has siiic(< been 
raging fiercelv in the mine, making it 
ditiicuit for r*''scuere to get attheni* 

privi med niiuers. 

Not vi'listiniding the fire and other 
obstacles, tht; work of rescue is jtro- 
gressing. and volunteers are not de- 
tened by danger or difficulty in their 
efforts to save their fdlOWHBUMn from 
a terrible death. 

After several hi>nrs' work twenty of 
the iuqiriM >iied men were brought up 
by the rescuers from tlie mine. The re- 
mainder are still imprisoned below. 
The rescued men were in an exhausted 
condilion when brought to the top. As 
eai h came to the surface the women 
and children c rowded to si-e who they 
were. Tho.>e who recognized their rela- 
tive's overwhelmed tlieiii v/ith caresses. 

Hundreds of women and children sur- 
rouiuled the niontli of the mine, wait- 
ing an.viously for news 111 fathers, hus- 
bands, brothers and nuinliers of women 
volunteered to assist in the work of 
rescue, but their a.ssistance was lujt re- 
quired. 

No effort is being spared to nut out 
the fire and bring the men to the sur- 
face. Until this is accomjilished the 
loss of life will be diflic ult to estimate. 

It is believed that the explosion was 
caused by accumulated co.al gas, which 
had escaped the notice of the official 
charged with- the inspection of the 
mine. 

Manager Hut. liiiison. of the Damfur- 
long mine, went ilown into the pit with 
one of the rescuiil parlies. In his 
anxiety to make a thorough bcandi for 
the men, remained below too long and 
was overcome by smoke. He was 
brought up apparently lifdess, and WIS 
revived with difficulty.

CHiCAOO, Deo. 10.— The Ameiloui 
Sabbath xa&m nifliNd • defeat Tiue> 
day night at one of its meettngt whioh 

■o snrprised the leaden present that the 

incident wa*; a vcrittible sensation. It 
was an unexiwctcMl blow, (iiul the more 
grievofts lu'caiisf it was ailiiiiiii^tcnMl by 
one of tho iii(»st .Sjibbiilanaii of all Chris- 
tian (Ifiioininations. It is ii national 
convt'iition. and arrangements were 
made tor lour mass meetings through- 
out the citj- last night to forward tho 
movement. 

One of these meetings Wiis held at tho 
Methinlist Ei)isc'iii)al chnreh, South 
Park aveinie and Thirty-third street. 
It was a small ma'-s nicetinf;, but every- 
thinj; went on sni(H)thly for a time anil 
the American Sabbath had everythitig 
its own way. Dr. H. II. (teorge, a 
leader in the nioveinriir, Mr. Lock(» 
and others advocated ihe c]n>iii^; of the 
world's fair Sunchiy a7id vi;^'. .iDusly di'- 
nounced the efforts of the directors aiul 
the luayttr and the council to liave con- 
gress ojjen the fair on Sunday. The.se 
were not unanimously approvt-d by 
"amena" and clapinnj; of hands. No 
one looked for any oiipmitiou to a 
Ions set of resolutioHB wiiicli wtTe lie- 
ing offered ior Sunday cli'isinj,'. When 
the reading wa-s concluded Rev. H. 
N. A-Xtell put the resolution to a 
vote. To this siu'prise the ayes 
and noes set rued e(inal. The chairman 
then said that a rising vote would .seem 
to he in order, and he requested all in 
favor of the xesolntion to stand up. 
The seotttiry oeonted thirty on tbnr 
feet." 

"All opposed will arise." 

The rest of the audience, witli tho ex- 
ception of four who seemed to have no 
opinions oti the matter, stood up, and 
tne secretary, looking? astounded at the 
evident majority. i>aid little attention 
to counting heads and declared there 
were at leatit thirty-tive aLcain.st tiie res- 
olutions, and what ■ seeiiie(l sirangest 
many of them were women. After a 
moment of wonder the chaimian eaid 
he would like to have some ex- 
planation for the action of the ma- 
jority, and then the Rev. A. D. Jones, 
editor of The American Sentinel, of 
New York, t lie organ of the Seventh 
Day Advent ists. stood up and despite in- 
terruptions and ijuestiona m; ;e a long 
and aLCKvessive spi eih. Pei-gonally, he 
Baid, he would not turn over his hand to 
determine whether the fair should be 
opened or closed on Sunday, but he was 
oppose<l to tlu resolution because it cou- 
deuius the eli'ort to have the fair opened 
on theological grounds and because con- 
gress had no riglit in the first place to 
say whether it should be opened or 
closed. The action was unconstitution- 
al, because no power on the subject of 
religion ha<l been delegated to congress. 

The fourth cammuudment, he said, 
ha<l been sent ni) for reading by Senator 
Quay as a reason for the passage of the 
act and Senator Peffer was right when 
he said the senate was engaged in a re- 
ligious discussion as to whether the 
first or tlie seveiitii day shoold be ob- 
served as Sunday. In answer to qnes- 
tions he said the employment of cnap- 
lains in congress and in the army was 
unconstitntional, and that the Umted 
States congress could not in any way 
establish or legalize a Sunday law.
